Dr. Sharp, Drector of the Bu- 
reau of Preventable Diseases of 
the State Board of Health, was 
just as emphatic. “We've had 
our warning shot from the ene- 
my. One small county, with as 
high a percentage of immunized 
children as any other county 
had a sharp attack of polio last 
month. Now the state has re- 
leased"money to purchase the 
Salk vaccine. It won't protect 
our children while it’s laying on 
the shelf. It’s up to the public 
now to take the next step. By 
that, I mean to get their Salk 
shots NOW.” 

The state epidemiologist, Dr. 
Bond, reminded the public again 
of the tragic fact that there is 
no such thing 
munization,
